From  Homer  to  Hartley: 

Painting  in  Gloucester  from  1870  - 1935 

For  nearly  three-quarters  of  a century,  beginning  with  famed  watercolorist  Winslow  Homer  in  1873, 
many  of  the  biggest  names  in  American  art  journeyed  to  the  bustling  fishing  community  of  Gloucester, 
Massachusetts  to  paint. 

These  artists  were  drawn  by  the  brilliant  light,  dramatic  topography,  and  colorful  excitement  of 
Gloucester’s  working  waterfront.  Their  number  also  included  Edward  Hopper,  Childe  Hassam,  John 
Sloan  and  Maurice  Prendergast.  For  many,  their  time  in  Gloucester  opened  the  door  to  fame  and 
fortune. 

This  fascinating  slice  of  American  art  comes  to  life  in  a fast-paced  slide  presentation  by  Jim 
McAllister.  The  presentation,  “From  Homer  to  Hartley:  Painting  in  Gloucester  from  1870  - 1935”  will 
focus  on  these  painters  and  others,  among  them  Frank  Duveneck,  Marsden  Hartley  and  Stuart  Davis;  all 
of  whom  made  this  tiny  comer  of  the  New  England  coast  such  a popular  destination  for  their  fellow 
artists. 

Jim  McAllister  is  a Salem  historian,  photographer,  author,  teacher  and  tour  guide.  His  photographs 
have  appeared  in  dozens  of  publications  throughout  America  and  Europe,  including  the  New  Y ork 
Times.  He  has  taught  more  than  fifty  classes  at  area  colleges,  and  lectures  extensively  on  the  North 
Shore.  Topics  have  included  “American  Light:  Art  and  Artists  in  Boston  and  the  North  Shore”  and 
“The  Golden  Years:  Painters  and  Writers  in  Paris  from  1880  - 1930.”  Jim  currently  writes  a weekly 
local  history  column  in  the  Salem  Evening  News.  His  second  book,  “Salem:  From  Naumkeag  to 
Witch  City”  is  due  out  in  May.

Minutes  of  the  NEWS  Annual  Meeting 
Sunday,  March  19,  2000,  1 1:00  am 
Place;  TLC  Best  Western  Hotel,  Waltham 

President  Andrew  Kusmin  greeted  the  members,  expressing  pleasure 
at  the  good  attendance.  He  spoke  of  our  successful  year,  how 
volunteerism  is  up,  particularly  among  associate  members,  the 
treasury7  balance  is  up  and  the  last  six  shows  were  successful.  We  do 
face  some  challenges,  particularly  the  lack  of  free  or  inexpensive  space 
to  exhibit.  We  need  a long  range  plan,  do  we  want  a permanent  home? 

The  minutes  of  the  March  14,  1999  Annual  Meeting  were  read  and 
accepted  with  one  correction.  Barbara  Donnelly  will  co-chair  the 
December  show  at  the  Federal  Reserve  along  with  Marilyn  Swift. 

Joan  Griswold  gave  the  treasurer's  report.  Our  current  balance  is 
$49,819.  The  last  four  shows  only  lost  a total  of  $400,  which  is  a great 
improvement  over  past  years.  The  dues  are  up,  there  are  more 
members  and  associate  members,  and  the  Don  Andrews  workshop 
made  a profit  of  $1700.  We  have  built  up  $8000  more  in  funds.  The 
Guild  Show,  which  has  always  run  at  a loss,  has  become  worse  due  to 
the  rent  increasing  from  $900  to  $2500.  The  New  England  Open  Shows 
usually  make  money  in  entry  fees,  and  the  1998  national  show  made  a 
profit  because  the  $7,500  color  catalog  was  donated. 

Andrew  introduced  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  new  slate  of  officers 
for  2000  were  elected.  They  are  Andrew  Kusmin,  President,  Crist  Filer, 
Vice-president,  Joan  Griswold,  Treasurer,  Marcie  McManus, 
Corresponding  Secretary7  and  Becky  Haletky,  Recording  Secretary7. 

There  were  1 1 new  members  this  year;  Paul  George,  Fred  McNeill,  Mike 
Mazer,  Linda  Peterson-Pollen,  Lenice  Strohmeier,  Larry  Folding,  Marija 
McCarthey,  Joan  Radamaker,  Richard  Saben,  Leonard  Mizerek  and 
Monique  Parry7. 

Mary7  Jo  Rines  reported  on  the  Don  Andrews  workshop,  which  was  very 
successful.  The  next  one  will  be  Barbara  Nec6is,  "painting  the  essence 
of  nature  in  watercolor"  in  June.  There  are  already  24  people  on  the 
waiting  list.  If  anyone  has  an  idea  for  a workshop,  please  tell  Mary7  Jo. 

The  New  England  Open  Show  at  the  Cahoon  Museum  on  Cape  Cod, 
chaired  by  Barbara  and  George  Wezniak,  was  successful,  with  good 
promotion  and  sales. 
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The  Members  Show  at  the  Sharon  Art  Center  in  Peterborough  NH, 
chaired  by  Evelyn  Carlson  and  Pat  Swan  was  also  a success.  The 
publicity  and  catalog  were  excellent. 

The  Members  Show  at  the  Federal  Reserve,  chaired  by  Marilyn  Swift 
and  Barbara  Donnelly,  was  reported  on  by  Marilyn.  She  thanked  the 
volunteers  and  the  demonstrators.  There  were  90  paintings  hung,  and 
in  spite  of  good  publicity  there  were  no  sales. 

The  Guild  Members  Show,  chaired  by  Lila  Mehlman  and  Jodi  Blagdon, 
was  more  expensive  due  to  the  increase  in  rent  and  an  increase  in 
sales  commission  to  the  Guild.  The  Guild  has  offered  us  the  same  rate 
for  one  more  year. 

Andrew  thanked  the  members  for  donations  that  have  come  in,  and 
Ann  Belson  of  the  Federal  Reserve  for  her  15  years  of  work  with  us. 

Crist  Filer  reported  on  the  upcoming  National  Show  at  the  Federal 
reserve.  He  thanked  Mary  griffin  for  her  superb  job  in  slide  receiving, 
and  Bob  Burgess  and  Julie  Olander  for  lining  up  sitters.  We  received 
over  800  slide  entries,  100  of  which  were  accepted.  The  reception  will 
be  June  28,  from  5:30  to  7:30. 

Gracia  Dayton  spoke  of  an  exhibiting  opportunity7  in  New  York  this 
summer.  Since  she  has  only  had  about  40  responses  so  far,  the 
associate  members  who  were  in  attendance  were  invited  to  take  part  in 
this  show. 

The  New  England  Open  in  Marblehead  will  be  chaired  by  Lucy  Clark 
Winant.  The  slides  are  due  May  20.  This  is  a good  opportunity  to  show 
smaller  works.  The  New  England  Open  in  Chatham  in  the  summer  of 
2001  needs  a chairperson.  The  Rhode  Island  Watercolor  Society  would 
like  to  host  us  again  in  the  future.  We  haven't  had  much  luck  with 
colleges  for  space  so  far. 

Mel  Rines  spoke  about  how  we  could  go  about  starting  a fund  raising 
campaign.  We  would  need  to  decide  on  a goal  and  hire  someone  to  do  a 
feasibility  study.  We  should  set  a time  period  of  five  years,  the 
beginning  of  which  would  be  a quiet  period  in  which  we  need  to  raise 
25-35%  of  the  funds  before  making  a public  announcement.  There  are 
two  kinds  of  funds;  current  use  and  endowments.  Peter  Griswold  also 
spoke  of  our  need  to  make  a commitment  to  finding  a home  if  that's 
what  we  want.  Andrew  said  that  Lowell  and  Worcestor  have  both 
expressed  an  interest.  )< 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  12:35.

Accepted  as  e-mailed. 

Treasurer's  Report 

The  ending  balance  in  the  money  market  and  checking  accounts  are  $71,112.00  and  the  awards 
account  is  $16,412.00.  We  will  open  a brokerage  account  with  Vanguard,  since  it  is  easier 
to  move  money.  The  report  was  accepted  as  read. 

Guild  Show  Update 

The  propectus  is  out  for  the  Guild  Show.  Debbi  Edmiston  will  do  a demo  and  Andy  Kusmin,  a 
gallery  talk.  Paul  George's  color  proof  is  ready.  Hospitality  is  all  set  with  Sharon 
Wooding.  Hanging  will  take  place  on  January  8th  or  9th,  and  the  jurying  is  all  set. 

Biennial  2004 

Debbi  Edmiston  is  working  on  the  prospectus. 

Show  dates  are  July  31-September  5,  2004.  The  prospectus  will  be  ready  to  mail  by  the  end 
of  January.  Slides  will  be  due  on  March  16.  Webmaster  for  art  shows  mailed  Debbi  to  see 
if  we  wanted  to  be  listed  in  their  site.  We  will  check  on  the  price.  Bob  Jorgensen 
mentioned  that  Watercolor  on  Line  is  a free  website  - listed  by  states.  We  can  advertise 
in  American  Artist  Magazine  for  $35.00  per  issue.  Artist's  Magazine  charges  $167.00  per 
issue.  We  will  probably  place  an  add  for  January  and  February  in  American  Artist  and 
February  in  Artist's  Magazine.  Our  information  for  Watercolor  Magazine  need  up-dating. 

The  catalogue  price  with  Ms.  Santos,  for  3 color  images  and  14  black  and  white  or  sepia 
images  is  $4562  and  on  top  of  this  price  is  Paul  Baldasini  charge,  bringing  the  sum  to  at 
least  $6000.00  If  we  had  only  8 pages  with  the  same  amount  of  images,  but  less  wording, 
the  price  would  be  $3800,  plus  Paul's  fee.  Joan  Griswold  wondered  what  the  price  would  be 
for  all  color,  and  Bob  Jorgensen  suggested  we  get  quotes  from  other  printers. 

Next  Regional 

The  next  NEWS  Regional  will  be  at  the  Sharon  Arts  Center  in  NH,  and  we  thought  Fall  would 
be  a perfect  time  for  a show  there. 

Annual  Meeting 

The  2004  Annual  Meeting  will  be  on  March  14.  Everything  will  be  the  same  as  last  year. 
Mike  Maser  spoke  with  Richard  Ochs  who  is  willing  to  be  our  demonstrator.  Ochs  was  past 
president  of  North  East  Watercolor  Society,  and  the  now  - Hudson  Valley.  He  trained  under 
John  Pike.  We  will  pay  him  $250-300.00  plus  expenses.  He  needs  a mirror  for  the  demo. 

Andy  suggested  sending  out  information  on  Ochs  for  those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  his  work. 
The  price  for  the  luncheon  will  be  $29.00. 

Emmanuel  Church  Update 

The  Emmanuel  Church  board  voted  to  have  NEWS  there.  They  plan  to  have  a meeting  to  smooth 
out  the  decision.  An  architectural  firm  might  work  with  no  fee  involved. 

Change  in  Membership 

Discussion  took  place  on  three  kinds  of  membership  in  the  Society  - Signature  Artist 


1 
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rMembership,  Associate  Membership  and  Patron  Membership.  A question  was  asked  if  the  fee 
would  be  different  for  Associate  and  Patron  Membership,  and,  if  the  fee  for  Patron  was 
higher,  then  what  would  be  the  special  benefits.  One  benefit  would  be  that  Patrons  could 
visit  artists  studios,  and  another  that  as  patrons  they  could  have  the  opportunity  to 
purchase  a painting  before  a show  is  open  to  the  public.  We  need  a definition  for  the 
Patron  category  and  we  may  not  need  to  change  the  constitution.  We  could  send  out  a 
questionaire  to  see  who  might  want  to  become  a patron.  We  will  decide  before  the  Annual 
Meeting.  At  this  point,  we  will  not  change  the  constitution.  Before  next  meeting,  we 
should  be  thinking  of  individuals  who  might  fit  the  Patron  catagory. 

In  her  absense,  Marla  asked  that  we  know  that  there  are  40  members  who  have  not  paid  their 
dues  and  have  not  communicated  conserning  the  matter.  We  decided  that  they  should  be 
notified  in  writing,  indicating  that  if  they  don't  pay  they  will  be  dropped  from  the 
membership.  We  discussed  that  if  we  thought  someone  actually  couldn't  afford  to  pay  then 
that  would  be  a different  situation.  We  might  handle  it  case  by  case.  Crist  mentioned 
that  Ann  Murphy  wanted  to  resign  from  the  board  because  she  wasn't  able  to  attend 
meetings.  Crist  said  she  was  valuable  to  the  group,  and  since  she  was  willing  to  continue 
to  help  in  hanging  the  shows,  she  should  remain  on  board.  Everyone  agreed. 

The  Christmas  Party  will  be  on  December  19  at  Ann  Bannisters. 

The  next  meeting  will  be  on  January  21,2004  at  Gracia  Dayton's  home. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  8:50pm.

President  Crist  Filer  introduced  past  presidents  in  the  audience: 

Nancy  Howell,  Andrew  Kusmin,  Tom  Rebek  and  Mary  Jo  Rines . 

He  then  then  acknowledged  board  members  Ann  Bannister,  Anne  Belson,  ZjSoeJv/V. 

Mary  Callahan,  Loring  Coleman,  Gracia  Dayton,  Marla  Greenfield,  Joan  7 
Griswold,  Becky  Haletky,  Nancy  Howell,  Bob  Jorgensen,  Carolyn 
Latanision,  Marilyn  and  Mike  Mazer,  Marcie  McManus,  Lila  Mehlman, 

AnnMurphy,  Mary  Rauscher,  Mary  Jo  Rines,  Anne  Stiles,  and  Sharon 
Wooding . 

Recording  Secretary  Mary  Callahan  gave  the  report  of  the  March  23,  2003 
Annual  Meeting  and  the  report  was  accepted  as  read. 

Treasurer  Joan  Griswold  gave  the  2003  report. 

Last  year  we  ended  with  $81,000  and  this  year's  ending  amount  was 
$83,197.00.  Marla  Greenfield's  work,  pushing  for  dues,  is  working. 

Joan  has  a relationship  with  a Fleet  Bank  worker  who  has  waived  fees  on 

our  account  and  pushed  up  the  interest  rate  in  the  Money  Market  account  The  annual  meeting 
last  year  had  a loss  of  $600.00  , a loss  because  of 

mailing.  The  newsletter  cost  $400.00  and  the  mailing  list,  $600.00  and 

we  spent  $2500.00  for  mailings.  If  we  used  the  computer  we  could  have 

a large  savings  From  1990  - 1996  our  bank  account  was  between  $13,000 

-$14,000.  For  the  next  five  years  ( 1997-2001) we  gained  $10,000  per  year 

having  $60,000  by  the  year  2000.  This  gain  is  attributed  to  sales, 

donations,  a free  catalogue  of  the  Open  Show  one  year.  From  2001-2002 

there  was  0 difference,  ^rom  2002-2003  there  was  a $1000  increase.  News  is  now  in  the 

stock  market.  We  have  taken  $8000  from  the  awards 

fund  and  put  it  in  Dodge  and  Cox  Balance  Funds,  and  $9000  is  in  the 
Money  Market.  $15,000  is  in  stock  fund.  Dodge  and  Cox. 

From  the  audience  we  had  a comment , "Good  job  Joan". 

Crist  said  2003  was  a fulfilling  year.  He  spoke  of  the  successful 
Attleboro  Show,  chaired  by  Debbi  Edmiston  and  Marla  Greenfield. 

The  2004  Guild  Show,  chaired  by  Anne  Belson  and  Crist,  although  a 
wonderful  show  had  a loss  of  $4800.00 

Crist  then  announced  the  current  slate  of  officers  for  2004.  Marcie 

McManus  for  Corresponding  Secretary;  Mary  Callahan,  Recording 

Secretary;  Joan  Griswold,  Treasurer;  Marla  Greenfield,  Vice  President; 

and  Mike  Mazer,  President.  The  slate  was  elected  by  a unanimous  vote.  Former  vice 

president  Debbi  Edmiston  chose  to  step  down  because  of  her 

career  commitments . 

President,  Mike  Mazer  said  he  was  pleased  and  honored  to  be  Presiident 
of  NEWS.  He  was  appreciative  of  Crist  and  Andy's  help  and  he  thanked 
the  board  for  staying  on.  He  thanked  his  wife  Marilyn  for  her  help. 

He  also  thanked  the  NEWS  members  - who  without  them,  there  would  be  no 
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society.  He  said  that  the  society  has  needs  and  asked  members  to  think 
of  how  they  can  help. 

Our  thoughts  of  the  future  are  on  "A  Home  of  our  Own". 

The  Emmanuel  Church  at  15  Newbury  Street,  Boston  has  welcomed  the 
group.  They  have  supported  the  performing  arts,  but  so  far,  not  the 
visual  arts.  After  many  meetings  and  negotiations,  there  has  been  an 
agreement  which  will  be  finalized  within  the  next  two  months.  The 

space  could  be  available  this  fall  for  a late  fall  exhibition.  Both  the  Church  and  NEWS 
are  non — profit  organizations  and  so  we  will 

depend  on  fund-raising.  One  thing  to  consider  is  that  the  church  can't 
be  locked. 

We  have  a Boston  architect  and  a graphic  designer  who  have  volunteered 
their  services. 

We  will  need  fund  raising,  gallery  sitters  and  patrons. 

The  space  is  devided  into  two  sections  - the  first  - the  music  room, 
second  floor,  stairway  and  a large  hall  which  needs  molding  and 
lighting,  which  will  cost  about  $40,000. 

The  second  is  the  Sanctuary  which  would  need  removal  of  pews,  a new 

floor  and  portable  panels.  We  will  be  able  to  hang  100  paintings.  Mike  opened  discussion 
to  the  audience  for  their  thoughts.  Harry 

Senger  asked  about  parking  and  access  to  public  transportation.  The 
church  is  near  the  Arlington  St.  T stop  and  the  parking  is  no  different 
than  parking  at  the  Guild. 

Another  person  in  the  audience  talked  about  fund  raising  and  wondered, 
since  this  venture  will  serve  Boston,  how  we  could  apply  this  idea  and 
find  major  business  contributors.  Another  member  thought  there  wouild 
be  a number  of  financial  Institutions  who  might  be  willing 
contributors . 

Someone  asked  about  whether  we  would  have  signage  - banners  and  signs. 

Yes  we  will  have  this. 

We  hope  to  have  an  on-going  gallery.  and  we  can  have  additional 
exhibitions . 

Andy  Kusmin  said  we  need  to  keep  in  mind  that  we  will  be  saving  the 
Guild  fee  of  $2500  per  show. 

Should  we  authorize  the  board  to  have  funds  to  keep  this  going? 

$20,000  to  start  - it  will  take  $40,000  to  install  lighting  etc.  in 

the  area  where  we  can  hang  100  paintings. 

Someone  asked  about  handicap  accessiblity . There  is  an  elevator  but  it 
wouldn't  hold  a wheel  chair. 

Construction,  rent,  and  commission  are  a consideration.  Liability  insurance  would  be  our 
cost.  - our  responsibility  to  the 
church . 

Marla  asked  if  there  was  an  estimate  for  the  second  phase.  Elizabeth  Pratt  made  a motion 
to  give  the  board  permission  to  spend 

$25,000.  Joan  Griswold  said  she  would  like  to  keep  it  to  $20,000  at 

this  point.  The  motion  was  made  to  give  the  board  $20,000  Andy  spoke 

in  favor  of  the  motion  and  said  other  organizations  would  jump  at  the 
chance  to  do  this.  Richard  Ochs  said  he  thinks  it  is  a wonderful 
opportunity  for  us.  Joan  Griswold  said  it  was  a good  idea  for  people 
to  go  in  and  look  at  the  Church.  Go  in  the  door  near  the  hotel  and  go 
upstairs  to  the  music  room  on  the  second  floor.  Someone  in  the 
audience  mentioned  that  it  is  a gorgeous  church.  Debbi  said  that 
parking  for  the  Guild  is  more  difficult  than  at  the  church.  There  is 
parking  at  the  common.  Someond  mentioned  our  having  a student  show. 

AnnMurphy  asked  if  there  was  any  difference  in  the  safety  in  a gallery 
here  versus  the  Gallery  Naga,  also  in  a church.  Joan  said,  Naga  isn't 
locked  either,  but  it  looks  as  though  it  is. 

We  said  go  for  a vote.  There  was  a unanimous  vote  for  Pratt's  motion. 

Debbi  Edmiston  spoke  about  the  9th  Bienniel  National  show  in 
Bennington,  VT.  The  show  will  be  chaired  by  Debbi  and  Marla 
Greenfield.  The  reception  will  be  on  August  15  from  2-4pm.  Eighty 
paintings  will  be  accepted  and  18  cash  awards  given  out.  Nancy  Mowell 
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Matthews  will  be  the  juror.  Robert  O'Brien  will  give  a demo  and  Debbi 
* a gallery  talk  on  August  11.  Information  is  on  the  website  at 
artistcolony . com 

Bob  Jorgensen  said  the  Sharon  NH  Show  is  on  hold.  It  won't  be  in  the 
fall,  but  will  take  place  later  on.  Chatham,  MA  also  is  ooen  to  our 
having  a show  as  well  as  the  North  Shore  Art  Association.  If  anyone 
has  a place  in  mind  e-mail  Bob. 

Mike  thanked  our  wonderful  president  Crist  Filer  and  presented  him  with 
a gift  as  a sign  of  our  appreciation 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  12:30  pm

Treasurer  Joan  Griswold,  Corresponding  secretary  Marcie  McManus,  and 
recording  secretary  Mary  Callahan  - and  other  board  members  Ann 
Bannister,  Anne  Belson,  Jody  Blagden,  Loring  Coleman,  Gracia  Dayton, 

Becky  Haletky,  Bob  Jorgensen,  Carolyn  Latanision,  Lila  Mehlman,  Ann 
Murphy,  Mary  Rauscher,  Marilyn  Mazer  and  Sharon  Wooding  and  Mike  then 
thanked  everyone. 

Mary  Callahan  reported  the  minutes  from  the  March  14,  2004  meeting  and 
they  were  accepted  as  read. 

Joan  Griswold  gave  the  2004  report  stating:  We  ended  December  '04  with 
a sum  of  $86,591.  In  the  last  15  years,  we  have  had  an  increase  of 
$73,000.00  - from  $13,000  to  $86,000.  We  have  $17,000  in  the  awards 

program  - held  apart  from  the  general  funds,  leaving  $69,000.  Between  the  last  2 shows  - 
the  Guild,  and  the  Open  Show  in  VT.,  there 
was  a loss  of  $9000.00. 

Total  expenses  between  shows  and  general  administration  were 
$14 , 000-$15, 000 . The  amount  coming  in  was  $13,000.00  from  the  dues, 
which  cover  most  of  the  expenses. 

There  were  zero  sales  at  the  Guild  in  2005.  We  look  to  donations  to 
off-  set  the  awards  we  give  out.  This  year  there  were  $2000.00  in 
donations.  We  took  out  $1,400  from  endowment  funds.  We  try  to  make 
events  pay  for  themselves.  We  increased  the  commission  from  33%  to 
40%,  and  have  entry  fees  for  most  of  our  shows. 

This  year  our  balance  increased  $3400.  coming  primarily  from  our 
investment  portfolio:  $15,000  of  General  funds  (in  the  Dodge  & Cox 
Stock  Fund)  - up  15%;  $8000  of  awards  money  (inthe  Dodge  & Cox 

Balanced  Fund)  up  101/2  %;  for  a total  profit  of  $3100.00.  The  $69,000 
that  we  have  gives  us  the  freedom  to  look  at  opportunities  like  the 
Church  project.  We  need  to  decide  the  amount  we  should  spend  - not  put 
it  all  into  one  project. 

There  was  a motion  to  accept  Joan' s report,  and  the  motion  was 
unanimously  seconded. ' vjJVtW  a c<-  v,  - 

Then,  reflecting  back  on  the  year  2004,  Mike  commented  on  the  two 
outstanding  exhibits  - first,  the  Bennington  show  chaired  by  Debbi 
Edmiston  and  Marla  Greenfield.  There  were  outstanding  paintings  from 
throughout  the  country  included  in  the  show.  Collectors  were 
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interested  in  works  but  found  that  paintings  were  " not  for  sale". 

There  were  551  slides  entered  and  80  works  selected. 

The  Annual  Winter  Juried  Show  at  the  Guild  was  chaired  by  Anne  Belson 

and  Crist  Filer  and  Anne  reported  on  the  highlights  of  the  show.  The 

dates  were  January  8-28,  Robert  Demerest  was  the  juror  and  67  members 

works  were  shown.  Marilyn  Swift  and  Paul  George  gave  superb 
demonstrations  and  Gracia  Dayton  a great  talk.  The  HM  awards  went  to 
Anna  Carrion,  Bob  Grant,  Wendy  Hale  and  Sally  Sawyer  Mitchell;  Merit 
Awards  to  Susan  Brailey,  Neil  Drevitson,  Gracia  Dayton  and  Carolyn 
Latanision.  The  Bronze  Medal  went  to  Bill  Ternes;  Silver  to  Gretchen 
Holesovosky;  and  the  Gold  to  Andrew  Kusmin. 

There  are  six  new  signature  members:  Candace  Anderson,  Wendy  Hale, 
Gretchen  Holesovosky,  Judy  Metcalfe,  Robert  Noreika  and  Frankie  BracRcj 
Tolman . 

Also,  there  are  two  additional  honorariums  : John  Singer  Sargent  and 
Loring  Coleman.  Nancy  Howell  read  the  inscriptions  on  the  diplomas  and 
on  a box  inscribed  for  Andrew  Wyeth,  proclaiming  Wyeth  an  honorary 
signature  member  in  the  society. 

Tom  Sgouras  was  named  pro  member  emiritus  of  NEWS,  for  master 
achievement . 


At  this  point  we  look  ahead  to  2005  and  beyond. 

Bob  Jorgensen  began  by  saying  that  we  did  listen  to  people  wanting  more 
shows,  and  went  on  to  say  that  it  takes  time  to  get  everything  pinned 
down  in  fact,  it  is  unbelievably  hard  work.  Space  is  an  issue  - 
fitting  schedules  - location  etc.  We  have  to  weigh  options  and 

remember  people  in  the  group  are  from  different  areas  of  NE.  The  next  show  will  be  in  S£ko 
ME,  about  an  hour  and  one  half  from 

Waltham.  The  space  will  accomodate  80-90  paintings.  It  will  be  a busy 
time  of  year  in  ME  and  they  conduct  concerts  at  this  location.  Slides 
are  starting  to  come  in.  We  are  looking  for  someone  to  do  a demo  and  a 
gallery  talk.  We  are  contemplating  having  a workshop.  Paintings  can 
be  shipped.  Note  that  there  is  a typo  on  the  prospectus.  Joan 
Meehan's  zip  is  01776. 

Another  NEWS  show  will  be  held  in  Lyme  CT  - The  Lyme  Art  Association. 

This  location  holds  30-40  paintings,  maybe  50  salon  style.  There  is  no 
cost  to  us  as  an  organization.  This  show  won't  count  towards 
signature  membership.  The  work  must  be  realism.  It  is  a beautiful 
museum  and  the  receptions  are  always  packed.  It  is  a good  chance  to 
sell.  Paintings  for  this  show  can  have  been  in  another  NEWS  show  since 
there  are  no  awards.  The  show  dates  are  June  17- July  23  and  work  must 
be  hand-delivered.  The  association  will  take  35%  and  the  artist  gets 

65%.  The  location  is  just  below  New  London  and  there  is  no  traffic.  The  2006  Biennial 
will  be  at  the  North  Shore  Art  Association.  This  is 
a hugh  facility  and  will  accomodate  well  over  100  paintings. 

A show  will  be  at  the  Emmanuel  Church  in  the  fall. 


The  New  Bedford  Art  Museum  would  host  a show  with  paintings  that  have 
been  prize-winners  from  other  shows. 

Mike  spoke  on  the  Emmanuel  Church. 

At  last  years  Annual  Meeting,  $20,000  was  allocated  to  the  project.  A 
questionaire  was  sent  out  and  the  response  was  overwhelmingly  positive 
in  approving  the  project  - 96  were  strongly  for  it  ( 77%  of  the 
total) ; 5 strongly  against  it;  and  20%were  neutral,  since  they  lived 
out  of  the  area.  Mike  asked  the  church  for  a contract.  The  agreement 
is  extremely  favorable  - no  monthly  rent.  We  have  offered  a split  of 
15%  commission  on  sales.  We  will  have  one  or  two  exhibitions  per  year 
and  have  been  guaranteed  at  least  2 exhibitions.  We  need  liability 
insurance.  We  can  obtain  a policy  for  $1000  per  year.  We  need  our  one 
Gallery  sitters  - two  at  a time.  Some  parishioners  have  volunteered  to 
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sit.  Half  of  those  responding  in  the  questionaires  said  they  would 
sit . 

We  are  consulting  an  engineer  and  we  will  use  a lighting  system  that 
costs  about  $10,000  - including  labor. 

We  will  hang  banners  and  signs  and  have  a graphic  designer  volunteer  do 
do  the  kiosk. 

The  only  monthly  expense  will  be  for  the  telephone. 

Mike  opened  discussion  to  the  floor,  and  there  were  no  questions.  The  church  can  use  the 
space  for  religious  purposes.  As  far  as  dropping  off  work  for  a show  - ? valet  service! 
Re:  security  - the  church  is  only  open  for  specific  events.  Electronic  devises  on 

paintings  which  would  set  off  an  alarm  is  a 
consideration. 

There  will  not  be  any  insurance  coverage  for  paintings . 

A contract  should  be  in  on  June  15  and  we  can  have  an  exhibition  in  the 
fall. 

The  space  will  be  able  to  hold  100  paintings  - single  hung.  Mike  asked  if  there  were  any 
attorneys  related  to  NEWS.  Becky  Haletky 

has  talked  with  someone  from  Volunteer  Lawyers  for  the  Arts.  Loring  spoke  about  his 
delight  with  Kalish  brushes  and  strongly 
recommends  them. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  12:30  PM

NEWS  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Sunday  March  26,  2006 

TLC  Best  Western  Hotel,  Waltham,  MA 

President  Mike  Mazer  welcomed  everyone  to  the  annual  meeting.  He  then 
introduced  past  presidents  who  were  present  including:  Crist  Filer, 

Nancy  Howell,  Fritz  Kubitz,  Andrew  Kusmin,  Mary  Jo  Rines,  and  Bill 
Ternes.  Mike  then  introduced  the  officers  - Marla  Greenfield,  vice 
president;  Joah  Griswold  - treasurer;  Marcie  McManus,  secretary;  Mary 
Callahan,  recording  secretary,  and  also  the  board  members  - Ann 
Bannister,  'Anne  Belson,  Jody  Blagden,  Loring  Coleman,  Gracia  Dayton, 

Wendy  Hale,  Becky  Haletky,  Jack  Haran,  Nancy  Howell,  Bob  Jorgensen, 

Andrew  Kusmin,  Carolyn  Latinision(,  Lila  Mehlman,  Marilyn  Mazer,  Mary 
Rauscher,  and  Sharon  Wooding. 

Mike  then  thanked  David  Haletky,  Becky' s husband,  for  providing  the 
microphone  system  for  today's  demonstrations  and  saving  NEWS  $400.00 
for  this  service. 

Recording  Secretary  Mary  Callahan  read  the  minutes  from  the  March  13, 

2005  annual  meeting.  A motion  was  made  to  accept  the  report,  which  was 
accepted,  and  the  motion  carried. 

Treasurer  Joan  Griswold  began  her  report  by  saying  the  key  objectives 
have  been  to  provide  money  for  shows.  On  January  1,  2005  we  had  a 
beginning  balance  of  $86,591.00.  Revenues  after  the  Guild,  Saco  and 
Old  Lyme  shows  were  $82,900.00 

Dues  brought  in  $10,910.  Total  non-show  revenues  were  $15,463, 

leaving  a total  of  $98,363.  After  disbursements  (other  than  shows)  our 

balance  was  $93,317.  The  ending  balance  on  12/31/05  was  $93,317.  On  this  day  we  have 

$101,000  but  we  still  have  to  pay  for  the  luncheon 

and  the  Open  Show. 

Dues  are  at  a normal  level.  Associate  dues  are  1/4  of  the  total  dues. 

The  dues  cover  production  of  shows  and  losses.  Commissions  have  been 
iffy.  We  had  two  sales  at  the  Saco  show  with  a commission  total  of 
$140.  Many  of  the  works  in  this  show  were  NFS. 

The  award  endowment  has  grown  from  the  original  3 awards  to  9.  The 
total  this  year  was  $3600  (came  from  capital  gains  and  interest  - 50% 
from  2 Mutual  Funds  and  50%  in  checking  and  money  market.)  This  was 
and  extremely  good  year. 

A motion  to  accept  the  accept  the  treasurer's  report  was  made,  it  was 
seconded  and  the  motion  carried. 

Review  of  2005 

Crist  Filer  reported  on  the  Guild  Show  which  took  place  from  January 
7-28.  '05.  Crist  gave  credit  to  his  co-host  of  the  show,  Anne  Belson. 

He  thanked  Glen  Davis  the  juror  as  well  as  Gracia  Dayton  and  Marla 
Greenfield.  The  award  winners  of  the  show  were  Irena  Roman  (Gold 
Medal)  , Bob  O'Brien  (Silver  Medal),  and  Marla  Greenfield  (Bronze 
Medal) . Crist  thanked  Marla  for  her  gallery  talk,  Becky  Haletky  and 
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Ray  Andriotti  for  their  demos,  Nancy  Howell  for  her  calligraphy,  Ann 
Murphy,  Lila  Melhman  and  Andy  Kusmin  for  hanging  the  show. 

Bob  Jorgensen  reported  that  the  Saco  ME  show  was  a big  success  - the 
museum  was  extactic  with  us.  110  paintings  were  selected  from  346 
entries  from  148  artists.  Two  paintings  were  sold  on  the  opening  day. 

Bob  thanked  Lou  and  Marjorie  Rizzo  for  their  help  as  well  as  Joan 
Meehan  for  collecting  the  slides.  We  came  in  with  a minus  $11.00  and 
so  we  are  pleased. 

At  the  Lyme  CT  show  we  sold  6 paintings  but  didn't  receive  a commission 
since  they  paid  the  bills. 

The  prospectus  for  the  Bienniel  show  to  be  held  at  the  North  Shore  Arts 
Association  has  gone  out.  There  is  a possibility  we  can  extend  the 
show  for  an  additional  week. 

Our  next  show  will  be  an  Invitational  show  at  the  New  Bedford  Art 
Museum.  There  will  be  no  cost  to  us  for  this  show,  other  than  the 
prospectus.  The  show  will  be  entitled  Masters  of  Watercolor  - Recent 
Watercolors  of  NEWS  Members.  The  dates  will  be  September  21-December 
31,  2006.  These  should  be  our  best  paintings  - award  winning  works. 

If  you  borrow  a painting  that  has  been  sold,  the  museum  will  send  a 
letter  to  the  owners.  We  should  give  a statement  of  the  awards  the 
work  has  received.  We  could  jury  by  slide.  Associate  and  Signature 
members  can  enter.  You  can  deliver  or  ship  the  work.  A reception  will 
take  place' in  September.  Everyone  will  get  a prospectus. 

Representing  the  nominating  committee,  Andy  Kusmin  reported  that  the 
following  slate  of  officers  were  nominated  for  2006-07  - 

Mary  Callahan  for  recording  secretary;  Marcie  McManus,  corresponding 
secretary;  Joan  Griswold,  Treasurer;  Anne  Belson  for  Vice  President; 
and  as  co-presidents,  Mike  Mazer  and  Marla  Greenfield.  A motion  was 
made  to  accept  the  nominations,  it  was  seconded  and  the  vote  carried. 

Mike  Mazer  introduced  the  new  NEWS  signature  members.  Anne  Belson, 

Dianne  Cermak,  Stephanie  Danforth,  Jack  Haran,  Sally  Ann  Martol,  Sylvia 
Murdock,  and  Marjorie  Rizzo. 

Looking  Ahead 
Emmanuel  Church 

An  aggreement  has  been  made  between  NEWS  and  the  Emmanuel  Church  and, 
on  October  16,  2005  a contract  was  signed.  We  had  a volunteer  lawyer 
for  the  arts  oversee  the  process.  Either  party  can  terminate  the 
agreement  with  a 30  day  notice.  We  will  still  own  the  lighting.  We 
will  have  2 shows  - two  month  durations.  We  will  have  to  notify  the 
church  when  we  plan  a show  so  there  will  not  be  a conflict  in 
schedules.  We  have  to  be  aware  of  their  music  schedule.  We  will  have 
a combined  event  - a concert  and  our  opening.  The  church  will  utilize 

our  gallery  system  for  their  events  (for  non-profit  organizations).  Costs.  We  will  pay  no 
rental  or  attorney  fees;  the  electrical  engineer  has 

volunteered  his  service;  there  will  be  no  electricity  or  maintenence 
fee.  We  will  pay  a monthly  telephone  bill  and  insurance 
premiums ($750 . 00  for  a $1000,000  policy  and  $1000  for  a DNO  policy  to 
protect  the  NEWS  officers).  We  will  pay  $8,000  for  lighting  and 
$9,500  for  the  electrical  contractors,  totalling  $17,500.00.  We  had 
voted  to  allocate  $20,000  for  expenses  but  Marla  Greenfield's  mother 
has  very  generously  donated  this  $20,000.  We  might  need  to  pay  for  a 
graphic  designer,  but  maybe  we  could  find  a volunteer. 

We  are  not  sure  how  many  paintings  can  be  hung  - maybe  60.  The  first 
show  we  have  should  be  a members  show  so  we  can  iron  out  the  wrinkles. 

Someone  in  the  audience  asked  about  parking  during  drop  off  and 
wondered  if  there  could  be  a valet  service  There  is  underground 
parking  at  the  Commons.  Fritz  Kubits  questioned  the  security  problem. 

Mike  said  that  the  doors  are  locked  at  all  times  when  there  is  no  event 
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taking  place.  When  we  are  showing,  we  will  have  two  sitters  - one  at 
the  door  and  another  one  mingling.  Fritz  suggested  having  a paid 
attendant  to  be  there  during  church  functions  or  weddings.  He  also 
wondered  if  we  budjeted  for  maintenance. 

We  should  carry  our  own  insurance,  as  most  societies  state  in  their 
prospectus . 

There  is  no  timetable  set  for  next  year's  shows. 

Someone  suggested  there  should  be  ample  lists  of  titles  and  artists 
names  duing  our  shows.  There  were  none  available  at  the  Guild  show. 

Dick  Sabin  who  takes  care  of  our  albums  said  that  some  members  do  not 
have  a page  and  that  some  pages  are  very  old.  He  had  a sheet  of 
instructions  describing  how  to  set  up  the  pages.  He  also  mentioned 
that  our  second  set  of  albums  has  disappeared  and  asked  anyone  who 
might  know  about  them,  to  please  contact  him. 

Andy  made  a motion  to  thank  Mike,  Marilyn,  Gracia,  Joan  and  anyone  who 
helped  in  securing  our  home  on  Newbury  Street. 

The  business  meeting  adjourned  at  12:30  pm.

President  Gracia  Dayton  began  the  meeting  with  a moment  of  silence  for  long  time  member  Murray  Wentworth  who  passed 
this  year. 

Secretary's  Report 

Mary  Callahan  read  a shortened  version  of  the  minutes  from  the  March  30,  2008  annual  meeting.  The  minutes  were  accepted 
as  read. 

Treasurer's  Report 

Joan  Griswold  began  her  report  by  saying  the  good  news  is  that  NEWS  sold  25  paintings  this  year.  Nineteen  of  the  paintings 
sold  at  the  November  Small  Works  Show  at  Emmanuel.  These  paintings  had  low  prices  and  were  beautiful. 

The  bad  news  is  the  results  of  our  loss  in  investments  in  Mutual  Funds.  The  funds  are  down  40%.  We  discussed  this  situation 
at  a board  meeting  and  decided  to  hold  on  to  the  funds  and  wait  for  a turnaround. 

Another  good  thing  is,  to  offset  this  loss,  we  made  a $5000.00  profit  from  the  Don  Andrews  workshop.  Also,  the  family  of 
Ruth  Wynn  gave  a sizable  donation  to  establish  an  award  in  Ruth's  name. 

We  sustained  a $3800.00  loss  this  year,  the  first  time  we  have  had  a loss. 

The  treasurer's  report  was  accepted  as  read. 

Gracia  then  recognized  former  NEWS  presidents  who  were  in  the  audience  - Bill  Temes,  Fritz  Kubitz,  Nancy  Howell,  Andrew 
Kusmin  and  Marla  Greenfield. 

She  named  the  board  members,  Anne  Belson,  Mary  Callahan,  Loring  Coleman,  Ginger  Greenblatt,  Marla  Greenfield,  Mary 
Griffin,  Joan  Griswold,  Wendy  Hale,  Jack  Haran  Becky  Haletky,  Nancy  Howell,  Bob  Hsiung,  Bob  Jorgensen,  Andrew  Kusmin, 
Carolyn  Latanision,  Mary  Rauscher,  Mary  Jo  Rines,  and  Sharon  Wooding. 

Mary  Griffin  then  presented  the  five  new  Signature  Members  of  NEWS  and  she  mentioned  that  to  qualifiy,  one  had  to  be 
accepted  into  four  shows  within  a ten  year  period,  one  having  to  be  a National  Show. 

The  new  members  are  Terri  Brooks,  Janet  Duncan,  Peg  Scully,  Samuel  Thompson  and  Peter  Hoff. 

Mary  Rauscher  reported  that  we  have  eleven  new  associate  members  and  a total  of  95  associate  members. 

Show  Reports 

Mary  Callahan  reported  that  the  11th  Biennial  North  American  Open  Show  which  took  place  at  the  South  Shore  Art  Center  in 
Cohasset  was  an  outstanding  success.  There  were  418  entries  and  juror  Don  Andrews  selected  98  pieces.  Three  paintings  sold 
the  first  week,  and  the  Don  Andrews  workshop  also  was  a great  success.  Jack  Haran  was  in  charge  and  reported  it  was  a full 
house,  yet  comfortable,  and  a positive  experience  for  all  participants. 

Ginger  Greenblatt  and  Connie  Hanley  reported  on  the  Small  Works  Show  at  Emmanuel  Church.  Ginger  said  it  was  a successful 
show  with  tons  of  foot  traffic  and  Bob  Hsiung's  banner  brought  in  the  crowds.  She  mentioned  there  was  not  as  much 
participation  from  members  and  it  was  a problem  getting  gallery  sitters.  People  are  too  busy  at  that  time  of  year. 

We  are  going  to  make  it  easier  - fewer  days  open,  and  somebody  there  to  be  paid  each  day,  to  help  with  locks,  storing,  etc. 
She  encouraged  members  to  participate  - to  take  a chance  and  go  for  it.  Connie  said  she  had  fun  doing  the  gallery  sitting  and 
talking  to  people.  She  even  sold  one  of  her  paintings. 
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Dick  Sabin  who  is  chairing  the  Signature  Members  Show  at  Emmanuel  gave  an  account . The  show  dates  are  April  3 - 26th 
2009.  Delivery  is  March  28  from  1-5  PM.  The  show  will  be  open  on  Friday,  Saturday  and  Sunday  only  and  will  not  be  open  on 
April  5. 

There  is  a size  limit  of  30  inch  in  width,  including  the  frame. 

Gracia  will  do  a demo  on  Saturday  April  11th  and  Mary  Lizotte  will  give  a Gallery  talk  on  Saturday  the  18th.  Larry  Powers  of 
the  Powers  Gallery  will  be  the  juror.  Pick  up  is  April  27. 

Wendy  Hale  is  chairing  the  next  Regional  Show  to  take  place  at  the  Art  Complex  Museum  in  Duxbury  from  September  13  , 
2009  - January  24th  2010.  There  is  a four  month  commitment  to  this  show  as  delivery  will  be  at  the  end  of  August.  All  work 
will  be  hand  delivered.  Frank  Federico  will  be  the  juror  and  also  will  give  a workshop  at  the  museum.  Submissions  will  be  on 
CD's. 

Jack  Haran  spoke  about  the  website  that  is  up  and  running  said  that  Steve  Hamlin  encourages  members  to  establish  a link 
with  their  own  website.  There  currently  are  a number  of  pages  on  the  site  including  the  newsletter.  We  might  in  the  future  be 
able  to  enter  the  shows  digitally  through  the  website. 

The  Regional  Show  will  be  the  first  time  to  enter  by  CD  and  so,  instructions  will  be  part  of  the  prospectus. 

John  Salminen  will  do  a workshop  as  part  of  the  2010  National  Show  at  the  North  Shore  Art  Association. 

Gracia  announced  that  two  of  our  long  time  board  members  had  recently  resigned. 

Jody  Blagden,  who  was  our  archivist  and  also  chaired  shows  at  the  Guild  and  Emmanuel,  and  Lila  Mehlman,  who  has  been 
on  the  hanging  committee  for  years,  will  surely  be  missed.  Lila  will  continue  to  help  with  hanging. 

Gracia  talked  about  the  questionnaire  that  went  out  and  said  the  replies  were  few  in  number  and  the  responses  were  pretty 
evenly  divided.  The  question  is,  what  more  can  we  do  to  make  participating  more  appealing. 

Church  issues  are  - they  want  to  charge  us  per  hour  and  get  a commission  from  sales. 

They  want  interplay  between  NEWS  and  their  congregation.  ( Sharon  Wooding  and  Gracia  did  talks  there  for  them.  ) They 
also  want  other  people  to  rent  our  space. 

We  could  have  our  group  rent  the  space  for  1 - 3 person  shows. 


Mary  Griffin  asked  what  it  would  cost  per  hour  to  rent.  We  will  negotiate  with  the  church  about  this.  We  are  thinking 
approximately  $20.00  per  hour.  We  can  fly  the  banner  if  it  is  our  member's  show.  We  are  considering  opening  this  opportunity 
to  Associate  Members.  Those  having  the  show  would  be  responsible  for  everything  - cards,  hanging,  sitting,  etc. 


A man  in  the  audience,  from  the  New  England  School  of  Art  and  Design  - Suffolk  University,  said  we  should  contact  the  school 
in  regards  to  having  students  gallery  sit  for  our 

shows.  (His  name  is  Wallace  Marosek,  Associate  Professor  Graphic  Design.) 


The  subject  of  publicity  was  brought  up  and  various  people  had  suggestions.  Carolyn  Latanision,  who  is  in  charge  of  this,  said 
that  she  does  regularly  send  press  releases  to  newspapers  - often  times  with  no  results. 

Nancy  Fulton  mentioned  marketing  on  the  internet  for  non-profits.  Someone  mentioned  "Virtual  Tourist"  and  said  to  send  a 
link  from  our  website.  Andy  mentioned  the  Boston  Arts  and  Business  Council.  Francesca  D'Elia  talked  about  connecting  with 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Julie  Blanchard  suggested  we  ask  Associate  Members  to  help  with  gallery  sitting. 


New  Business 

Gracia  suggested  we  change  the  Annual  Meeting  date  to  April  so  we  wouldn't  have  to  contend  with  the  weather. 


Nancy  Howell,  representing  the  nominating  committee,  presented  the  new  slate  of  officers.

Mary  Callahan  read  a brief  version  of  the  March  1 , 2009  annual  meeting.  The  minutes 

were  accepted  as  read.

3.  Treasurer’s  Report 

Joan  Griswold  reported  that  we  had  three  shows  in  2009  - two  at  our  gallery  at 
Emmanuel  Church  and  the  Regional  Show  at  the  Art  Complex  Museum  in  Duxbury. 
Sales  are  down  and  we  have  a new  expense.  We  now  reimburse  gallery  sitters  and  we 
have  an  insurance  policy  (DNO  Insurance)  to  protect  members  of  the  board.  The  loss 
from  shows  was  $3900  and  expenses  $6500,  totaling  $10,400.

Richard  Sabin  is  chairing  this  years  Members  Show  at  Emmanuel  and  he  also  was  chair 
last  year.  Last  year  Dick  had  help  from  Lila  Mehlman  and  Andy  Kusmin.  Larry  Powers 
was  juror.  We  had  a paid  sitter  last  year.  In  the  11  days  the  show  was  open  there  were 
1 500  visitors. 

This  year  the  opening  is  on  April  30  and  the  reception  is  May  1 . The  gallery  will  be  open 
on  Friday,  Saturday  and  Sundays.  Marla  has  done  the  invitations.  Gracia  will  give  a 
gallery  talk  and  Marla  and  Ray  Andreotti  will  do  demos. 

C.  Sharon  Wooding  chaired  the  November  20-December  20  2009  Small  Works  show 
at  Emmanuel  Church.  There  were  72  pieces  exhibited.  New  member  Dawn  Scaltreto 
will  improve  our  signage.

VI II.  Workshop  report 

Vice  president  Jack  Haran  is  in  charge  of  our  workshops  and  he  reported  that  the  Frank 
Federico  workshop  was  small  - only  six  students. 

This  year’s  workshop  at  the  North  Shore  Art  Association  will  take  place  from  September 
27-29.  It  is  titled  “Urban  Realism  Through  Design”  with  John  Salminen  The  classes  will 
take  place  indoors  but  at  some  point  the  group  will  go  out  to  sketch. 

IX.  Discussion 

A.  Number  of  entries  are  down  for  both  members  and  juried  shows 

At  the  Emmanuel  Church  show  in  2007  there  were  76  paintings  and  in  that  summer 
show  just  42  entries.  In  2008  and  2009, the  entries  were  56  and  58  - and,  we  have  194 
signature  members.  Becky  asked  the  membership  in  the  audience  what  they  thought 
was  the  reason. 

One  woman  said  she  was  afraid  to  drive  to  Boston.  Andy  said  with  the  frequency  of  the 
shows  we  should  organize  a satellite  pick  up  - make  it  a formal  thing  for  delivery  and 
pick  up.

Becky  Haletky  opened  the  meeting  at  11:15  AM  for  her  final  job  as  president  of  NEWS. 
Becky  is  pleased  with  her  accomplishments  of  the  past  two  years,  especially  with  her 
work  as  organizer  and  chair  of  the  125th  Anniversary  Show  which  took  place  this  fall  at 
the  Plymouth  Guild  for  the  Arts,  and  she  thanked  Andrew  Kusmin  for  being  instrumental 
in  orchestrating  the  opportunity  to  be  hosted  at  this  beautiful  space. 

I I . Secretary’s  Report 

Mary  Callahan  read  a brief  version  of  the  2010  annual  meeting.  The  minutes  were 
accepted  as  read. 

III.  Treasurer’s  Report 

Joan  Griswold  began  by  saying  that  we  are  honoring  two  members  for  longevity  in  the 
society,  She  noted  some  of  the  changes  we  have  made  over  the  years,  for  example  the 
cost  of  dues  (started  at  .75  cents  a year)  and  residency  restrictions  (had  to  be  within  d 
100  miles  of  Boston).  Then  Joan  gave  her  report  of  finances.  She  gave  out  a printed 
2010  Annual  Report  which  included  ending  balances  in  2008  and  2009.  She  also 
included  a financial  summary  of  NEWS  expenses,  show  expenses,  endowment  as  well 
as  the  balance  from  1987,  when  she  took  on  the  position  of  treasurer,  until  2010  when 
she  ends  her  tenure.

Also  we  are  planning  a show  at  the  Plymouth  Guild  in  2020. 

Weston  Old  Public  Library  - We  had  considered  this  location  for  a home  base  for 
NEWS,  however  it  doesn’t  seem  this  will  happen. 

10.  Website  / Bulletin  Board  and  NEWS  News  - Steve  Hamlin 

Steve  spoke  about  the  Bulletin  Board  as  a replacement  for  the  Newsletter.  People 
who  want  to  let  others  know  of  their  watercolor  related  news  should  email  him  with  their 
information. 

11.  Show  Publicity  - Nan  Rumpf 

Nan  spoke  about  publicizing  the  Signature  Members  Show  in  Who  Fish:  Artscope 
Magazine:  National  Artists:  and  Watercolor  Magazines. 

12.  Teaching  Outreach  - Julie  Blanchard 

Julie  spoke  about  promoting  our  members  who  teach  classes  or  workshops.  We 
have  index  cards  to  give  information  we  want  listed  in  our  directory  and  we  can  put  our 
websites  here  as  well.
